There were 20,208 automobiles 
registered in California, during Oc- 
tober. Truck sales totaled 2071.

them. 

The Los ‘Angeles city ordinance 
is not to be disregarded as of 
doubtful validity, says the Automo- 
ble Club attorneys, as it already 
has the judicial approval of the 
California Supreme Court tn a de- 
cision entitled Mann vs. Scott, Cal., 
which arose out of a cage occurring 
in Los Angeles.

WASHINGTON, (D. C.) Nov. 11. 
The 13,000,000 automobile owners 
of the United States who have sub- 
mitted in the past to the payment 
of a war tax of 5 per cent on pas- 
senger cars, tires, accessories and 
parts and 8 per cent on motor 
trucks, together with the many 
thousands of motorcycle owners 
who have paid a similar tax, will 
wnake a demand for the removal 
of this war tax of the next Con- 
gress, according to the American 
Automobile Association, which has 
launched an _ active com paign 
against the continuation of what 
the association terms an unfair 
tax upen a necessary means of 
individua] transportation. 


THE REASONS 


The reasons assigned for the 
demand of the American Automo- 
bile Association on behalf of the 
motorists of the nation are that 
the tax on motor nag gyn tires, 
accessories and parts is and has 
been discriminatory and that 
whatever merit there might have 
been in the argument that such a 
tax Was necessary as a revenue- 

producing measure for war pur- 
poses has been destroyed by the 
recent statement of ‘Secretary 
Mellon of the United States 
ury to the effect that there wil 
be a surplus between $200,000, 300 
and $300,000,000. 

The American Automobile As- 
sociation further Dag to the re- 
cent statement of Secretary Wal- 
lace of the United States De 
ment of iculture before the 
vestment Bankers’ Association of 
America to the effect that ‘ 
automobile revenues of the 
ernment for the 
ended June 30, 1923, were in round 
numbers $146,000,000 and the 
withdrawals from the Treasury 
for Federal aid highway purposes 
were approximately $72,000,000, 
which indicates clearly that the 
owners and operators of motor ve- 
hicles on our highways are bear- 
ing more than double the entire 
Federal expenditure for. roads.”’ 


NOT ONE-HALF ; 
Secretary Wallace also stated 
that up to and including the fiscal 
year ended June $0, 1923, 
eral government collected 
012,021 in e taxes on motor 
vehicles, tires, accessories, parts, 
etce., while during the same pe- 
riod expenditures of the Federal 
government on account of Federal 
aid highway and forest road con- 
struction together with aj] admin- 
istrative outlays amounted to but 
$264,782,216 or 46 per cent of the 
amount collected directly as taxes 

from the users of the roads.

LY CONSTRUOTED 


Two definite conclusions were 
reached in this tnvestigation. First, 
that improper construction of the 
foundation of the roadway was the 
major cause of failure. Second, 
that heavy truckloads contributed 
to a marked degree tin the break- 
ing down of roads that otherwise 
would have sustained for a much 
longer time more moderate loads. 

It was apparent, accerding to the 
investigators, that weight regula- 
tion was absolutely essential to 
prevent the complete destruction 
of the highway system. This con- 
clusion applied not only to State 
roads, but to county highways and 
city streets. 

In the 8300 miles of city —_, 
only 682 miles are pavement 
first class, capable of sustaining 
heavy loads. There are 712 miles 
of light oil macadam and more 
than 2000 miles. of natural ma- 
terial streets, both of which classes 
crumble quickly under heavy loads. 


UNIFORM LOAD 


Largely as a result of the en- 
gineering investigation the State 
Legisiature at tts last session 
adopted a uniform load limit of 
22,000 pounds, this being s1amed 
as the maximum which the type 
of highway thus ‘far constructed 
could. safely withstand. Auto reg 
istrations show that this load limit 
would enable more than 99% per 
cent of all vehicles using the high- 
way to operate with capacity loads. 
Only about 10 per cent of the 
motor trucks would come within 
the provision of the proposed city 
ordinance, so that the situation 
presented was that a little .«oss 
than one-half of 1 per cent of all 
registered motor vehicles would be 
in a position to take advantage 
of the 26,000-pound limit. 

It is believ that the position 
taken by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California is concurred 
in by the vast majority of mem- 
bers. Although only 12,000 signa- 


tures to the referendum petitions: 


were certified to by ‘the City Clerk, 
in a very short time 40,000 signa- 
tures were obtained. Among these} 
thousands the records show that 
there were less than 100 refusals 
to sign the petitions. 

The wide interest manifested in 
pall parts of the country in thus 
guarding of city streets against 
destruction indicates that the same 
problem is confranting many mu-

CO-OPERATION WITH THE TRAFFIC OFFICER - 


; Prepared by the National Safety Council . 
| (1.) The traffic officer has a difficult job at the best and dgivers 
should make every effort to assist him. 
| (2.) At times the officer's directions may seem to be contradictory 
or unnecessary, but we should remember that he may have excellent 
|reasons for his action; reasons which we perhaps cannot understand 


at the time. 

(3.) He is responsible for all accidents which happen at his sta- 
| tion. Let us treat him as .we expect him to treat us. His good will 
| is more desirable than his ijl will. 

(4.) If you expect the traffic officer to give you a good clear 
‘decision take pains to show him just what you want to. do. The 

| officer usually means to give clear distinct signals so watch him closely; 
he can’t repeat for you without loss of attention to his other duties. 

(5.) Don't be headstrong or overbearing. The traffic officer 
has all he can attend to without stopping to argue over a minor point. 
He has authority but seldom cares to use it to clinch an argument 
which could have been avoided by the driver with appreciation of mod- 
ern traffic problems. 

(6.) If you are a “distinguished” citizen and feel that traffic reg- 
ulations are for oghers, by all means remember vour position and set 
a good example.

Answer: Summed up in a few 
words, the driver anxious to get 
the greatest value out of his car 
must give it intelligent care and 
drive it judiciously. Tires should 
be kept properly inflated, check 
up pressure once a week and if the 
drop in pressure is more than five, 
pounds find the cause; fill all ex-) 
ternal cuts with plastic gum to, 
prevent moisture from getting in-! 
to the tires and rotting them; give) 


‘consistent attention to lubrication. 


By this I mean persistent care, not) 
for a day nor a week but year in 
and year out. If you do not know. 


where and how then make a spe-, 
cial study of the subject until you! 
do know how to lubricate your’ 


car. Make an inspection of all the 
parts from the under side of your 


‘car at least monthly and know| 
that every bolt and nut is in gee 


and properly tightened. The en- 
gine, to give efficient service, must. 
have good. compression, good i- 
nition and good carburetion. To 
test for ‘compression use the hand 
starting crank, pulling up steadily 
on the compression of each cylin- 
der in turn. Each cylinder should 
have sufficient compression to hold 
against a good strong pull for at 
least a minute. If you are inex- 
perienced in. this test, take out all 
but one spark plug and test one 
cylinder at a time. To be in good 
order all cylinders should have 
practically the same compression. 
if the compression is not good 
there are two places for possible 
leaks, one is past the pistons and 
rings the other past the valve. If 
the trouble is in the cylinders it 
will require skilled inspection to 
determine what must be done. If 
the leak is past the valves they 
should be properly ground. When 
finished each valve should have 
a clean bright seat about 1-32 of 
an inch in width. If the valve 
seat is narrower than this it will 
my wear well and if much wider 
t will rapidly carbonize. A test 
for a vaive seat is to make six or 
eight vertieal marks across the 
face of the valve with a soft lead 
pencil, place the valve in position 
and give it a fourth of a turn, with 
the grinding tool, and if all of the 
marks are rubbed out at the seat 
the job is good. Be careful not 
to grind any more than is nec- 
essary to give a good seat. With 
good compression, next put the 
entire ignition system in first class 
order. Clean all contacts on the 
circult, breaker points adjusted to 
open about .020 of an Inch, test for 
clean the dis- 
tributor, clean and test all spark 
plugs, set them at about .025 of an 
inch ‘between the points. With 
g00d compression and ignition ac- 
complished, take up the carbure- 
tor, and not before. -Thoroughly 
clean every part of the gasoline 
system from tank to nozzle. Be- 
fore attempting close carburetor 
adjustment, warm up the engine. 
It requires more skill and judg- 
ment to properly adjust a carbu- 
retor than any other part of the 
car.

Another point to bear in mind is 
the effect that heavy engine and 
transmission oil has on cold start- 
ing, not always heavy oil, but oils 
that congeal and do not flow freely. 
This condition causes excessive fric- 


tion and drag, thus slowing down.

Do not run motor 
any length of time with gauge at 
zero. 
14.) Drain oll frequently. No 
less than 600 to 1000 miles. Some 
engineers recommend more fre- 
quent draining on account of some 
ears being more sensitive to crank- 
case dfiution than others. Crank- 
case dilution is gasoline passing 
pistons into crankcase and can be 
detected by oil level rising or re- 
maining stationary. Consult your 
instruction book closely on this 
point. 

(6.) The above points will be 
covered in detail,for cold climates 
in December and January.

The fact is that not only 
does white absorb less heat, but it 
serves to retain heat, and a white 
coat preserves the naivral warmth 
of the animal's body.

FUR BUYING AND GRADING 


Imagine yourself in a large city 
fur market where the cool rooms 
the Warehouse from floor 


— of raw pelts to exhibit to 
urriers. 

If you follow a buyer around as 
he calculates the worth of the 
various groups, you will find how 
it is that he is able to determine 
the valuable furs so that-the house 
he represents does not hold the 
small end of the bargain. 


WHEN FUR IS “PRIME” 
~ “This fur,” he will say, “has a 
good color and lustre, but it is 
scarcely prime.”’ By that he means 
that the animal was caught in the 
fall before the chill of winter had 
penetrated the woods and caused 
the coat of the beast to thicken. 

“IT am not in the market for 
blue furs,” you will hear the buy- 
er say. As you see no trace of a 
blue color on the animal, you 
wonder at this quéer discrimina- 
ion called “grading.” Then the 
men will explain that furs ob- 
tained in the fall are blue or un- 
prime. They are called blue be- 
cause a light strain of  »blood 
which supplies the life to the hair 
and fur during the period of 
growth has not completed its pur- 
pose and been absorbed into the 


‘ veins of the body. When an ani- 


mal is killed at this stage, the 
blood feeding the fur coagulates, 
corrupts, turns blue and weakens 
the leather.

when warmer weather is causing 
the animals to lose the heavy coats 
they carried through the winter. 
Otter, beaver, and muskrat do 
not become “prime” until spring.

FUR FASHIONS CHANGE 

Before America came to have 
fur markets of her own, the year- 
ly catch of the country was sent 
to foreign markets—London, 
Leipzig, and centers in Russia and 
China. ‘The skins were made up 
following the styles of Paris, no 
matter how ridiculous the vogue 
might be. 

In the far north, furs must be 
worn as a protection against the 
cold, but taken the world over, 
they are bought as a luxury be- 
cause of their beauty and high 
price. Certain furs gain populari- 
ty for a time and the demand 
causes their price often to be in- 
consistent with their value. Once 
in London, in 1848, when muskrat 
furs were not. the one chosen for 
the season’s style, 225,000 of them 
were sold at -public auction for 
twopence a skin—a great differ- 
ence from the high prices of to- 

ay.

To the facts—an average of 300 people 
weekly, a total of 15,600 a year, are burned 
to death; accidents (nearly 50 per cent 
industrial) kill more than 75,000 annually; 
automobiles injure in excess of 250,000 of 
our people, while 6000 children, many of 
them mere babies, are mowed down. Last 
year’s ghastly record’ of automobile acci- 
dental deaths and killings, wanton in too 
many cases, exceeded 15,000. Each year 
97,200 deaths are due to intestinal diseases 
and malaria spread by flies, mosquitoes 
and other insect carriers. 


Now, picture in your mind, it possible, 
the situation in the United States today 


_ had we been defeated in the World War 


and an annual tribute of $10,000,000,000 
levied for an indefinite term of years. Yet 
so colossal a sum could be paid, a fact’

Our fire losses, due largely to preventatile 
causes, cost us over $300,000,000 in a single 
year. To visualize—we burned property of 
money value im excess of $270,000,000 as- 
leans. 


To put it another way: Every week wes 
burn or permit the burning of 1600 dwell- 
ings, three theaters, thre® public buildings,. 


twelve churches, ten schools, two hospitals, 


150 apartment houses, twenty-six hotels, 


two college buildings, three department 


_ stores, two asylums and two-jails, to say 


nothing of stores, factories, barns and 
other structures. The figures quoted are 
averages covering several years.

No Navajo looks well ina room with 
figured wallpaper or used in connection 
with a carpet showing figures of a large 
design. And such is more than true 
of a Navajo rug placed in a paistel tinted 
boudoir. The Navajos do not make these 
blankets, as they call them, for use as rugs. 
They are made to serve as a door to their 
“hogans;” throw .across a framework to 
shelter the family from sun and rain; as 
saddle blankets; mats to sleep upon, or as 
covers for the sweathouse where they take 
a form of Turkish bath. They exchange 
them at the trading post for calice and vel- 
vet, machine-woven blankets which they 
| wear as serapes, or for groceries and 
money. Unless the rug is an unusually fine 
one it is sold by the pound to the trader. 
These rugs are also traded to the neighbor- 
ing tribes for buckskins, baskets, beadwork 
or silver coins,

Screws as Big as 
a Pinhead 


OME of the screws made are more tiny 

than the head of a pin, and cogwheels 
are cut which are not as big as the finest 
grain of sand on the seashore. Indeed, you 
have to use a microscope to see the teeth 
forming the cogs. Nevertheless a wheel 
of that size has just as many cogs as the 
cylinder as big around as a tumbler which 
forms a similar part in a giant chrono 
meter. The factory makes some watches 
not as large as your thumbnail and others 
twice the diameter of the palm of your 
hand. Every watch has 170 parts and the 
only difference in the large and the small 
is the size of the parts. 

The owner of this factory told me some 
interesting things about watches. He says 
no watch keeps perfect time, but they are 
able to make chronometers here so exact 
that they vary only a second in twenty-four 
hours or just about six minutes a year. If 
you will open your watch and look at the 
balance wheel which flies back and forth, 
you may have some idea of what such 
figures mean. That balance wheel is mak- 
ing about 18,000 revolutions an hour, and 
as it swings back and forth, it travels thou- 
sands of miles every year. As I remember 
it, the man said ft goes eighteen miles 
every day; nevertheless, in a distance as 
far as from New York to Detroit, its vari- 
ation ig only five feet. 

Switzerland has 1200 watch factories, 
many of which are standardized, turning 
out watches by machinery. much as our 
cheap motor cars are made in the factories 
of Detroit, where a ton of steel goes in 
at one end and comes out at the other as 
an automobile. The Swiss sell every year 
millions of this kind of watch. But the fine 
watches, such as are made in the factory 
I visited, are different. The workmen there 
are not industrial cogs. They use their 
brains and skill and keenness of eyesight. 
Their fathers have been making watches 
before thém and they have an 
skill which has come down through the 
generations. 

The wages are low for skilled labor. The 
women get .om $1.50 to §2 a day and the

Many of the fine watch parts used In 
America are imported from Switzerland, 
and this is also true of the synthetic jewels 
of which we take hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth in a year. The United States 
has always been one of the chief buyers of 
Swiss watches. but we import mostly the 
finished movements, making the cases our- 
selves. Today Switzerland is producing in

In Eastern Switzerland, where I am now, 
the skill of the people turns from metal to 
textiles, This is the great weaving and 
embroidery center, just as Western Swit- 
zerland is the great watch-making district. 
This town of Zurich does a big business in 
silk. Its factories compare with those of 
Lyons in France, and it makes quantities 
of silks which are shipped to America. 
Basel, at the head of navigation of the 
Rhine, on the border of Germany, is the 
chief place for the manufacture of ribbons. 
It has something like 10,000 looms em- 
ploying in the neighborhood of 12,000 work- 
ers. It makes the most expensive and 
the finer qualities of such goods, sending 
the greater part to England and Scandi- 
navia and but little to the United States.

The truth is, two-thirds 
of the business of Switzerland is in the 
production of luxury goods to be sold to 
other parts of the world. Nearly every 
town and city is a beehive of work and al- 
most every home makés Something to ex- 
port. 

There is one town of 30,000 people which 
produces 300,000 watches a year, and there 
are towns in the Jura Mountains which 
make clocks and wooden toys. 

On the south side of the Alps the Italian 
Swiss are breeding silk worms, and there 
is one district that raises snails for the 
stomachs of Paris, There are villages 
where the boys learn special trades and 


go to other countries to practice them, one 


town sending out masons and glaziers and 
another graduating fine pastry cooks. The 
waiters of the hotels all over Europe and 
many of the best chefa and managers have 
been trained here in Switzerland. 

The tourist and hotel business of Swit- 
zerland is an important element in the life 
of the nation... There are thousands of ho 
tels and they represent an investment of 
about $500,000,000. They spend for provi- 


sions and help something like $20,000,000 


a year, and before the war they paid a big 
profit in good seasons. If the summer is 
sunny the receipts are large; if it rains, 
they fall off. The World War, which for 
a time impoverished Germany, Austria, 
Italy and France, has greatly affected the 
number of people coming to Switzerland, 
while the high exchange has made it im- 
possible for the Italians, Austrians and 
Germans to spend their money here. For- 
merly the Germans were the best patrons; 
they came three or four times a year and 
spent freely. 

Now most of the money comes from 
Americans but they are spending less per 
head than they did before our prohibition 
law was enacted. They do not drink as 
much, saying: “What is the use of spoil- 
ing our stomachs when we will soon be 
back in a dry country?” Many of the 
Americans do not drink at all, but those 
who do get drunk very quickly, and the 
more they drink the worse they get. 
Americans take the best rooms and as a 
rule they pay the best prices. Sometimes, 
I think, they are charged more, 


High Rates iad Ten 
Per Cent Tips 


ERE st the Bellovus Palace tm Borse, 
where I have stayed a week, I made a 
rate of about $12 a day for myself and sec- 
retary, but when the bill came in it was 
foe $15 and the landlord took an extra per- 
céntage on the amount of the $120 bill to 
give to the servants. Tips are demanded 


at nearly every hotel and one pays at least 


10 per cent extra for service. 

It costs more now to run the hotels than 
it did in the past: and charges have gone 
up accordingly. The average rate per day 
at the best is perhaps $8, including room 
and meals, but there are many good second 
class hotels where one can be accommo- 
dated for $4 or $5. The food everywhere 
is good and the living better and cheaper 
than in the United States.

One would think nothing could 
be raised in a country which is all hills and 
hollows, but the truth is three-fourths of 
the total area of Switzerland is productive. 


There are several hundred thousand farms |

Every patch which is 
not covered with rocks or snow is either 
cultivated or used for pasture or forest.

labors at great disadvan- 
tage from an industrial standpoint 
through her lack of raw materials of any 
kind and especially coal. She has no min- 
erals of value and she has to import all 
the fuel she uses to make steam or elec- 
tricity. As an offset to this she has begun 
to develop her water powers and in time 
the “white coal” of the mountains will 
make her independent of the “black dia- 
monds,” which now come in at exorbitant 
prices from Germany, France or Great 
Britain. The charges are so high as to be 
almost prohibitive and wood is practically 
the only fuel. An American woman who 
lives here tells me she had to pay $75 a ton 
last winter for coal. As a result, every 
stick of fuel is saved. The wood-piles are 
kept under cover and if left out of doors-a 
roof is put up to keep off the rain. 

The great hope of the country is the 
waterfalls of the Alps. The force of these 
has been measured and it is estimated that 


there is available about 4,000,000 horse- | 


power or what some say is equal to 40,000,- 
000 tons of coal every year. The United 
States is now using about 600,000,000 tons 
of coal per annum, or about six tons per 
person. If the above estimate.is correct 
the “white coal” of Switzerland would be 
equal to ten tons per head. It would run 
all the Swiss factories and railways, and 
light and heat every home in this moun- 
tainous land. 

The World War showed the Swiss how 
important it is that they should be inde- 
pendent in the production of power, and 
the government is harnessing the streams 
as fast as it possibly can. It has already 
electrified more than 300 miles of the rail- 
ways, and within a very few years every 
train in the country will be electrically 
driven. 

The Rhine, the Aare and the Rhone are 
all to be more or less harnessed, and even 
the smaller waterfalle of the Alps will pro- 
duce an abundance of juice.

We care little what you grow, for there 
is abundant opportunity, commercially, 
for pleasure, to grow anything you will. We 
- do not advise lawn and flowers if you would 
grow vegetables and berries, or fruit and 
nut trees, but every person should have a 
garden, if he has time to garden. It requires 
some skill and close application to grow 
any plant well and if you are not to grow 
things well, leaye the job to those who will. 
For plants of nearly all kinds are easier to 
grow in California than in any other part 
of this broad country and no very serious 
problems arise. 

It is not well to try commercial gardening 
without considerable knowledge of the 
needs of the crop or crops you contemplate 
marketing, along with climatic, soil and wa- 
ter demands; but if you are to garden for 
pleasure, tackle the job anywhere, for gar- 
dening is a pleasure everywhere. Your soil 


and climate may not be suitable for all you | 
wish to grow, but we have the world’s sup” 


ply to draw upon and it is easily possible 
to grow as great a variety as any reason- 
able person should desire. Do not covet all 
the fine things you see; gather pleasure 


from growing those things you can grow 
well, If you find a plant that will not thrive 
with you, do not allow it to stay and ve< 
vour spirit, but throw it away and fet peace 
of mind and contentment reign. that “sweet 


piece of mind that ix better than all," in 
home, sweet home in sunny Southern Call- 
fornia. 


Caring for Roses 

Rose bushes rested during summer should 
now begin to show vigor and growth that 
promises an abundant crop of flowers in 
the near future. After growth starts, not a 
day should be lost in helping the plants by 
liberal applications of manure or com- 
mercial fertilizer. When a rose bush com- 
mences to form its buds a great demand is 
made upon the roots for nourishment. Gen- 
erally the weather at this time remains dry 
so that watering becomes necessary; if, 


or however, heavy rains have fallen, an appli- 


eation of commercial fertilizer will most

If @ central row of plants is possi- 
ble, they should be last stood in place and, 


like the back row, should nearly or quite. 


Now the remaining 
soil should be worked in between the plants, 


well se:tled with water and when water has 
drained out go over the boxes again and re- 
fill sunken areas, yet leave the level so that

quickly help the plant, taking care to work 
it well into the soil, and should rain not 
follow quickly, give more water. Every 


rose grower should possess a barrel or tank 


for liquid manure; this will be found one 
of the best fertilizers the rose can receive, 
and also one of the most economical. 

In applying, either hoe a furrow about one 
foot away from the stems of the plants or 
pour it on the land and work over the soil 
surface after a few hours have elapsed. 
Tuese applications may be repeated twice a 
week until the color in the bud is visible, 
then it should be discontinued; but keep up 
watering and cultivation. This latter is re- 
garded by all practical growers as their 
best aid to healthy plants, and if there are 
healthy plants this means immunity to a 
great extent from the troublesome aphis 
and the unsightly mildew. Disbudding, 
where showy blooms are required, must not 
be overlooked or delayed. Tea roses of the 
very double section require not only the 
superfluous flower buds removed, but also 
the growths that break out over the entire 
bush. Do not on any account disbud the 
decorative roses in prominent. positions in 


the garden for in their freedom of blossoms 


lies their chief attraction.

All dealers are now ‘ised with a stock 
of Holland or Dutch bulbs, daffodils tulips, 
etc., and it is well to know that the sooner 
they go into the soil the better will be the 
resultant crop of flowers. The bulbs have 
rested long enough and only await suf- 
ficient moisture to start them into activity. 
Plan tearly and harvest early large long- 
stemmed blossoms. 


Gardening Fundamentale 


While it is permissible to have many 
kinds and colors in gardens, it is best to 
keep them together and not have a mean- 
ingless and characteriess mixture in all 
parts of the garden. If you have many 
plants of one kind, especially if of striking 
character, keep them in one mass, no mat- 
wd how great a range of color the flowers 

ve. 

The same rule shuuld be observed if hav- 
ing many plants having flowers of one or 
more colors; plant them in a mass of one 
color, ff possibile; not in little dabs or divi- 
sions of the lot. Do not use many colors 
in a short stretch, if it can be avoided. 
Have the planting as simple as possible 
and a certain amount of dignity cannot be 
alienated. Simplicity and dignity are insep- 


arable.

This is 
much more artistic than plantings running 
parallel with path lines.

innocent enough, but when we allow for the 


_. public prejudice against cold-storaged eggs, 


it becomes a menace to the value possessed 
by a good quality of egg so treated. There 
are those who charge that the law is re 
sponsible for the prejudice against hen fruit 
so preserved, but the penalization of the 
cold-storaged product was fn evidence long 
before the law was passed. And in some re- 
spects it was deserved, Before eggs were 
standardized and properly graded, much in- 
ferior stuff found its way into cold storage, 
and naturally much of it was bad. Indeed, 
tainted hen fruit became the butt of the 
jokesmiths on the daily press and the stale 
joke of the vaudeville stage. Under modern 
methods, however, the properly graded égg, 
laid in the spring of the year,and put into 
cold storage right, to be taken out and used 
quickly, is in every respect a superior arti- 
cle, and in many cases of better quality than 
eggs laid in the late summer and early fall 
months. Experienced housekeepers, restau- 
rants and hotels know this, hence much of 
the prejudice of twenty-five years ago has 

n removed. In the main, however, there 
Sagres a strong aversion to cold-storaged 
hen-fruit that ought to be allayed. To ac- 
complish this, it seems to us that a cam- 


_paign of education is in order, particularly 
on the part of the poultry breeders’ co-op- 
~, erative marketing organizations. 


While it-i# true that the law makes it 
mandatory to label cold-storaged eggs as 
such, the law is, nevertheless, largely in- 
operative; and since it makes no discrimina- 
tion as between good and bad-storaged 
eggs, its enforcement can accomplish noth- 
ing of a protective character, either to the 


producer or the ultimate consumer. It 


should be repealed. 

The Poultry Producers of San Diego have 
taken the initiative in this direction. At a 
recent meeting, the following resolutions 
were adopted: 

-WHEREBAS, the present cold-storage laws 
and regulations requiring the labeling of 
cold-storage eggs are not enforced, nor can 
they be, in our opinion; and , 

WHEREAS, said laws and regulations do 
not benefit either the producer or the con- 
sumer of eggs, ff rigidly enforced, but, on 
the contrary, are disastrous to both consum- 
er and producer: and, 

WHEREAS, the methods of processing 
have been so perfected that processed cold- 
storage eggs are equal to and, in many in- 
stances, superior to fresh eges as defined 
by law; and 

WHEREAS, the law. requiring the mari.- 
ing or labeling of cold-storage eggs has so 
prejudiced the consuming public against 
evid-storage eggs that they will and do pay 
excessive prices for much inferior so-called 
fresh eggs shipped in from Idaho, Utah. 
Kansas and other States, now, therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED, That we believe that 


eggs should be sold wholly upon their mer- 


it; that every possible safeguard should he 
civen the consumer to assure him of re- 
eciving a Wholesome product, but that the

RESOLVED, That we petition the Honor- 
able State Boaré of Health to give this ques- 
tion its earnest consideration and to modify

RBSOLVED, That we hereby instruct our 
management to work for the repeal of that 
section of the Cold Storage Act requiring 


that notice be given to the consumer that

The Popular Langshan Fow!l 

Among the heavier breeds, the Langshan 
has long maintained a place in California 
poultry culture, both for good performance 
in the production of eggs on the part of 
the hens and also fop its fine table qual- 
ities.

They Want to Help 


CLOSER fellowship between the bank- 

ers: and the farmers of the country 
tay be brought about as the result of dis- 
cussions before the Agricultural Commis- 
sion of the American Bankers’ Association 
at a recent meeting of that commission at 
Omaha. The pian decided upon by the 
bankers looks to the inauguration of a num- 
ber of measures designed to further that 
end and calls for the early organization of 
bankers’ committees for the handling of 
agricultural problems in every Federal Re- 
serve district, with an eventual subdivision 
of activities among other committees repre- 
senting banks in States, counties and grouPs 
of counties. No single specific program, it 


was pointed out at the Omaha meeting, will 


serve for the whole country, as different 
problems exist in different sections. The 
discussion of solutions for strictly local 
problems will devolve upon the commit- 
tees in various parts of the country. The 
national bankers’ association, however, is 


committed to co-operation in those mat- 


ters which are of general interest and im- 
portance, Bankers are beginning to realize 
more and more fully that the prosperity of 
business depends in no small degree upon 
the purchasing power of the American farm- 
er and that agriculture, therefore, must be 
helped in practical ways to regain its for- 
mer status of prosperity. |

NDICATING that agricultural conditions 
are not as bad as they are “cracked up 
to be,” a recent communication from the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
says that the purchasing power of farm 
products, though still at a disparity, com- 
pared with industrial products, is now at the 


highest point in three years. The index 


of purchasing power of farm products, as a 
group, is placed at 75 as compared with 73 
in August and with 64 in September, a year 
ago, the department review states. Ad- 
vances by specific products were made dur- 
ing the three-year period in cotton, wheat, 
hogs, lambs, eggs and butter, while corn 
and potato prices were found to have de- 
clined. 

Though many agriculturalists will believe 
that the department's adding machines were 
out of order when these figures were com- 


piled, the reports in general from all over| 


the country would indicate that the basic 
industry of the country is looking up again. 
The depression has been much less pro 
nounced in some sections than in others and 
Southern California, fortunately, has been 
one of the “white spots.” Some producers 
have lost money, others have been having 
rather a hard time making any, but, as a 
whole, the section has come through with 
flying colors. And now, on the eve of better 
times, the outlook for this favored region is 


_ gs promising as that to be noted anywhere. 


SEED TESTING PROGRESSES 


According to W. S. Wilkinson, seed spec- 
jalist of the California Department of Agri- 
culture, the activities of the State seed- 
testing laboratory have been increased 
greatly in the past three years. Mr. Wil- 
kinson declares that the law governing the 
labelling of commercial seeds hes bgen care- 
fully adhered to by the seedsmen and that 
most of the seed houses call upon the labor- 
atory to check up on seed purchases, even 
when they are themselves equipped for 
testing. Over 400 samples of seed were 
tested for seedsmen and farmers during 
the month of October, the official says. 


It requires an average of fifteen tons of

ing the past year has made a survey of or 
chard heating practices in Southern Call 
fornie citrus districts.

ALADDIN OUTDONE BY FARMER 
AND HIS ELECTRICAL SWITCH

NE used to hear a lot about the “hard- 
O ships” of life on the farm. Even yet 
the agriculturists, generally, may not 
be said to enjoy the comforts and conveni- 
ences of city life, although many in Califor- 
a very nearly approach that ideal condi- 


Not long ago I paid a most delightful 
visit to a cousin in a fruit-producing district 
of the Golden State.” I need not say just 
where, for the conditions I shall describe 
are common enough in this favored section 
of the country. This cousin lives in a re 
gion where nothing is grown without irri- 
gation, the water being brought from the 
mountains in ditches for many miles. At 
the sources of this water—impounded laks 
of melted snows—is also the source of ele<- 
tric power which is conveyed in wire ar- 
teries throughout the land. Fortunate i; 
my cousin to be within reach of these ar- 
teries, although it is true he managed to 
get along during many of the thirty years 
he has been engaged in fruit growing with- 
out the enjoyment of the convenience this 
power brings him. 


A year ago he completed a home planned 
to last for generations to come, one for his 
It is an asset 
to any neighborhood, good enough for the 
most fastidious city dweller. More of the 
kind should be built in both city and coun- 
try. But what impressed me most about the 
place was the number of labor-saving de- 
vices installed for the convenience of his 
gratcfully appreciative wife. 

First of all, there is no more carrying 
of water except for an occasional bucket of 
cool soft water from a spring at the foot 


of the hill, and some day that will be piped. _ 


The house is built on the slope of the hill, 
with the back higher off the ground than the 
front. It sits on the solid rock foundation 
of what was, in prewar days, a commercial 
winery. In the cellar, formed by that fou2- 
dation, is a well from which water is 
pumped into a steel storage pressure tank 
lying near by. The pump is electrically driv- 
en and automatically starts itself when the 
tank needs filling, also automatically stop- 
ping itself when the tank is full. The pres- 
sure tank supplies running water to the 
kitchen sink, the hot-water tank, two laun- 
dry tubs in a laundry adjoining the kitchen, 
two bathrooms equipped with every modern 
bathroom appliance, including showers and 
a separate toilet off the laundry. 


Naturally, the house is electrically lighted 
from attractive fixtures, and push buttons 
are everywhere. Also there are electrical 
outlets mear the floors for attaching the 
vacuum cleaner or floor lamps, and in the 
breakfast-room for “hooking up” to tabie 
electric-cooking devices, such as toaster, 
waffle iron or griddle. There is one in the 
kitchen under the built-in ironing-board 
closet. I have always been accustomed to 
screwing the cord of the iron into an over- 
head light socket, and the cord is forever 
catching somewhere. Such a relief to have 
the the cord come from below and from the 
right side. If you are left-handed, then all 
you have to do is to stand on the other side 
of the board.) | 

In the laundry is another outlet, near the 
floor, for the cord that serves power for 
the electric washing machine. Oh, joy! 
That machine is a wonder. First of its 


much more favorably situated to success 
fully protect their groves against frost by 
heating than are growers in any other sec 
tion of the world, due to the fact that in 
acre all cases injurious freezes in 

alifornia are classed as “radiation” frosts, 
The low temperatures, he said, are not 
caused directly by the blowing in of great 
volumes of cold air and are not accom 
panied by strong winds of low temperature, 
as is the case in Florida and the Gulf 
Coast States, where biizzards from the 
north are responsible for freezing temper. 
atures, 

“By far the majority of California 
freezes,” said Mr. Young, “are due to rapid 
radiation of the heat from the eartl and 
trees through relatively still air. Under 
this condition a phenomenon of tempera- 
ture inversion occurs which may be ex- 
plained as consisting of marked differences 
in temperature in the atmosphere Close to 
the ground and at points several feet above 
the ground. Careful studies have shown 
that the temperature 30 to 40 feet above the 
ground is frequently 10 degs. to 15 degs. 
higher than it is about the trees. The tem- 
perature may be 35 degs. F. at a height of 
twenty-five to thirty feet, while about the 
trees it may be as low as 25 degs. Under 
these conditions, a slight breeze will fre 
quently raise the temperature above the 
danger point by mixing the cold lower aii 
with the warmer upper air. 

“This condition of warm atr above the 
grove also makes it possible for the grower 
to easily raise the temperature of the cold 
air about the trees. When the heaters are 


lighted the hot gases escaping mix. with 


the cold atmosphere and rise to a point 
where the air temperature is approximate- 
ly that of the mixture. The layer of 
warmer air above the grove therefore acts 
very much as a roof and makes it possible 
to rapidly heat up the lower strata of cold 
air. In reality, instead of heating all out- 
of-doors, as many growers consid- 


ered it, the problem is merely that of bring- 


ing the temperature of a stratum of air 


ranging in depth from twenty to thirty feet 


up to the temperattre of the air above that 
point. It is this natural phenomenon of 
temperature inversion which makes it pos 
sible for the California citrus grower to 
cheaply and effectively raise the tempera- 
ture of the air in the orchard above the 
danger point while the Florida grower can- 
not hope to accomplish this because the 
air above his orchard is usually practically 
as cold as-that in the grove itself.” 


MANY HEATERS NEEDED 


Mr. Young said that long experience had 
shown that the most satisfactory source. of 
heat is a relatively large number of heaters 
and that for California conditions oil had 
been found to be the most satisfactory fuei. 
He said that briqtet heaters had been test- 
ed during the year and that they had 
proved to be satisfactory, although not 
generating heat or raising temperatures as 
rapidly as the oil-burning heaters. Test- 
conducted with devices for mixing the at- 
mosphere, such as the “wind jammers” and 
“heat mills,” he said, had shown that such 
devices had not as yet reached a satisfac 
tory state of development. 

Discussing the arrangement of heaters in 
the grove,-Mr. Young advised placing double 
rows on the exposed sides of the orchards 
from which the draft of air occurs, espe 


cially for orchards located on slopes af- - 
fording conditions under which the cold air 


gradually flows down the slopes. For the 
larger type oi] heaters, he recommended 
fifty to an acre, and for briquet, heaters 
from eighty to 100, 

Discrssing the importance of accurate 
thermometers, he recommended the use of 
self-recording minimum temperature ther 
mometers of which several type are on the 
market. He commended especially the type 
furnished to growers by the Fruit Growers’ 
Supply Company. All thermometers, he 
said, should be set up under standard shel- 
ters in order to insure that they record the 
actual temperature of the air. He stated 
that unprotected thermometers, even 
though acctrately calibrated, frequently re 
corded a temperature of 5 degrees higher 
than the actual temperature of the air in the 
orchard. He advised every citrus grower 
to secure at least one of the recommended 
thermometers and to set it up under a 
tree, on the north side, under a standard 
Weather Bureau protector. He also asked 
that growers furnish the Weather Bureau 
with copies of the temperature records in 
their groves as an aid to the temperature 
survey which the Weather Bureau is con- 
ducting in Southern California citrus dis- 
tricts. Such data, he declared, would help 
form a basis for detrmeination of premiums 
paid for frost insurance. 

With reference to the question of when 
to heat, he stated that mature oranges had 
frequently been observed to withstand tem- 
peratures as low as 25 degs. F. for an hour

The quantity of low- 
grade nuts is lighter than usual, the packers 
say, and the culls, which usually run 10 
per cent of the whole crop, will this season 
amount to only about 4 per cent. The aver- 
age price for the 1200 tons of nuts will run 
about 22 cents per pound, according to esti- 
mates of the association officials.

Space the rows from thirty-five to 
forty inches apart for the cauliflower, and 
in the plot reserved for the cabbage, make 
them only thirty inches apart, for cabbage 
does not require so much elbow room 
when pushing its way up to maturity. 


When the rowg have been marked off at 


with the hoe or wheel hoe, open up a fur 
row about six or eight inches deep, and as 
straight as possible. Straight rows in the 
field or garden always reflect credit to the 
caretaker, and in either case, lends attrac- 
tiveness to the planting. 

Always select stocky, healthy-looking 
plants of cabbage and caulifiower tn prefer- 
ence to those which appear to have grown 
too fast and afte too soft. About twelve 
inches long is the right size for either cauli- 
flower or cabbage plants and their age 
should be around forty-five days. In the 
case of cauliflower, there is but one sort 
that can be planted to mature well at this 
time, and that, as mentioned before, is the 
late Pearl. As for cabbage, the best sort for 
this time of year is the Winningstadt, or if

ITH 25,000 acres of practically level 

land in a plateau-like basin just a 

pleasant step above Riverside, Perris 
Valley interests are growing impatient of a 
scheme of agriculture that plows dry fields 
and hopes for rain, getting a meager crop 
of grain or grain hay some years, and not 
yeven respectable sheep pasture others. It 
seems preposterous that this fine area of po 
tential fruit land, bordering the rich lemon 
groves of Corona and the inland home of 
the navel orange from Arlington to Red- 
lands, should languish on in comparative 
neglect. The people of the valley make 
the claim that theirs is the largest near area 
of low-priced land available in Southern 
California. 

To remedy the situation, the land own- 
ers have begun to subdivide some of the 
tracts in the 5000 acres in the valley that 
are irrigated from wells, and have formed 
a water-conservation district to develop wa- 
ter rights in.the San Jacinto Mountains and 
store the flood waters of the San Jacinto 
River. They believe that thereby water 
may be obtained for the irrigation of the 
greatér parteof the valley. 

The ranchers who possess wells and 
pumping plants engage successfully in alfal- 


fa growing, dairying, orcha in decidu-

Without irrigation the land has proved 
suitable for barley and wheat. During most 
of its history it has been tilled on an exten- 
sive scale, first by gang plows drawn by 


numbers of mules and horses, and later by — 


vowerful tractor outfits. The returng have 
-arely been such as really to justify the sci- 
entific dry-farming measures employed. 
Plowing, harrowing and sowing are about 
all that the farmers can afford to do, and 
if the rains fall short the crop is not worth 
the cost of harvesting. Not being able to 
count on more than thirteen inches of rain- 
fall, and often not getting more than ten, 
the ranchers plant alternate tracts each sea- 
son in an attempt to utilize the moisture of 
two seasons for one crop. It might almost 
_be said that grain growing in the valley has 
become a habit and that it is practiced for 
that reason only. 

Five or six years ago, when the Southern 
California cotton agitation started, some of 
the Perris ranchers shifted from their for- 
mer practices to the plantation crop. They 

* found that cotton was well at home in the 
region, yielding very "satisfactory crops. 
The Perris community responded by putting 
in a cotton gin. . 

The cotton experiments proved two 
things: that cotton produced better than 
grain, and that the best variety for the loca- 
tion is Acala cotton. But when the market 
slumped, the cotton acreage shrunk to a 
small total. and frightened farmers turned 
back to alfalfa and grain. But Southern 
California, with two fine ports and with ev- 
ery incentive to develop textile industries, 
is almost certain to include cotton in its 
family of standard products, and in Perris 
Valley, as elsewhere, interest in this crop js 
reviving and becoming fixed. 

Minor industries in and around Perris 
Valley, not dependent upon extensive de 
velopment of water, are beekeeping and 
poultry raising. The bordering hills are 
covered with sage, wild buckwheat, broom 
and other flowering plants useful to the 
jaoney gatherers. Several carloads of honey 
flow from the apiaries every year. Espe- 
cially favorable to the raising of chickens 
and turkeys is the dry, warm climate, fresh- 
ened by breezes that sweep back and forth 
from the mountains. Wells for domestic and 
small-garden supplies of water are se 
cured without great expense, and a good 
many small home ranches are paying their

edly lies in orchards, dairies, alfalfa ranch- 
es and diversified farms, all of which are 
contingent upon ample supplies of irriga- 
tion water. That development has been de- 
layed is owing lgrgely to the fact that the 
valley has been repeatedly sacrificed to the 
interests of other regions. There comes a 
time when the appearance of lagging in the 
rear casts suspicion upon the resources and 
possibilities of a district. The daily hun- 
dreds of motorists on the pzved highways 
through the valley are accustomed to the 
sight of vast stretches of undeveloped land. 
They do not know why it is so, and the 
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Floods in 1922 made this lake at site of proposed new settling basin. 
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to 3000 acres of orange groves were 
planted.. Elsewhere large tracts were set 
out to apricots, peaches, plums, olives and 
other fruits. The railroad came in, and each 
new budding town along the line became 
the optimistic center of eagerly developing 
orchards and farms. Every one had faith 
that water was to be amply supplied and 
that the region was to be developed. 
Then came unexpected things, calamities. 
The thrdugh railroad to San Diego was 
washed out one year, a period of drouth 
started the next. Instead of being a connect- 
ing link between two thriving sections, the 
valley found itself a terminal in the wilder-

naturally incline to the suspicion that there 
is a substantial reason. 

It would surprise a good many to learn 
that in the early eighties, when Riverside 
and Redlands were booming vigorously, 
Perris Valley also launched forth upon a 
similar program of fruitland unfoldment. 
The valley should have engineered to se- 
cure water from the plentiful sources in the 
San Jacinto Mountains, the natural shed of 
its basin. But as tremendous supplies were 
being impounded in the San Bernardino 
Mountains, Perris Valley managed to se- 
cure water rights under the Bear Valley 
Reservoir. From Mill creek a canal and 
pipe line were constructed across the great 
basin to the north, tunneled through the 
western spur of the San Jacinto Mountains 
and brought out at Moreno and Allesundro 
in Perris Valley. This proved a great stimu- 
lus to orchard development. 

In the north part of the valley, from 3000 


ness, marconed in drouth. Year after year 
continued dry, and the stores of water in 
Bear Lake began to run low. It shortly 
came to pass that Highlands and Redlands 
needed all the water that was flowing. As 
the!r rights were prior to those of Perris 
Valley, the latter had to be deprived of its 
share. So the ranchers had to stand by help- 
lessly while they saw their orchards wither 
and die. A small block of orange groves 
was saved near Moreno, and most of the 
olive trces pulled througi: on their remark- 
able vitality. But the grand program of de- 
velopment went by the board. 

Meanwhile, Hemet constructed a dam in 
the San Jacinto Mountains and began to 
set out the thousands of acres of orchards 
which are nuw-thriving there. Stunned by 
misfortune, Perris Valley permitted Corona 
interests to come in and flume out 600 inch- 
es of ground water, much to the detriment 
of Perris wells. So the region lapsed back 
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into the grain habit, and there, except for 
private enterprise here and there in the 
creating of wells and pumping plants, the 
valley has remained until this day. 

Two water projects hold the promise of 
bringing a new lease of life and of launch- 
ing the valley at last upon a program of 
permanent development. 

The new Perris Conservation District has 
filed on water rights in Potrero, or Massa- 
cre Canyon in the west part of the San Ja- 
cinto Mountains. The canyon is a narrow, 
rocky hallway, well formed for the im- 
pounding, by means of a dam, of all the wa- 
ter that goes through it. Except in flood 
years, the amount would not be great, prob- 
ably not. more than 6000 acre feet, or water 
for the irrigation of not more than. 4000 
acres. 

For most of Perris Valley land water 
must be pumped out of the ground. But be- 
fore more wells are practical, the supply 
must be artificially augmented. To store 
water in the gravel and thus elevate the 
water table, is the main piirpose of the con- 
servation district. 

The plan now being considered by engi- 
neers will, if carried out, create a settling 
basin for the flood waters of the San Jacinto 
River east of the valley. Devices will he 
worked out for sinking the water into the 
gravel bed instead of permitting it to waste 
away to Elsinore Lake. | 

A gauge placed at the mouth of Railroad 
Canyon, where the river discharges into 


Elsinore Lake, showed in the season of 


1915-16 a waste of 130,000 acre feet. The 
following year of heavy floods the discharge 
was many times greater, but no record was 
made. On the other hand, in “dry” years, 
there is no discharge. Over a series of 
years, however, the average that might be 
saved or in part stored would, it is believed, 
be sufficient to solve the valley's irrigation 
problems. 

By storing this water in the gravel under- 
neath, it is believed there would be water 
for as many wells as might be needed anid 
that there would also be a greatly lessen! 
pump lift. The project, its backers say. 
will not only benefit Perris Valley, but the 
land north and south of the proposed site of 
the settling. basin 7

able for citriculture, as is demonstrated by 
the orange groves of Moreno. 


warm enough for oranges. Nearly the whole 
valley is adapted to the requirements of 
apricots, peaches, prunes, pears and grapes. 
Sections that are a bit too frosty in spring 
for early fruits are safe for late'pears and 
peaches. The possibilities of almond grow- 
ing deserve careful consideration. More at 
home in the valley than any other tree is 
the olive, persisting without irrigation, 
sometimes bearing good crops wnder the 
stimulus of winter rains. The olive is saved 
from scale by the dry summer heat, and can 
be made to yield normal crops with a mini- 
mum of care and irrigation. | 

Many of the established ranches which 
have private pumping plants grow alfalfa. 
often in combination with dairy cows and 
hogs. The alfalfa can readily be converted 
into milk and pork; the whole milk can be 
profitably shipped to Los Angeles; or the 
creum can be shipped and the skimmed 
milk fed to hogs. It is a popular and depcni- 
able combination. 

The subdivision of several large ranches 
having water is under way. Perris, follow- 
ing the example of its thrifty fruit-produc- 


ing neighbors, Hemet and Nuevo, will open 


land for subdivision as rapidly as water is 
supplied. Interested owners are planning 
to plant tracts in vineyards, pears and other 
fruits previous to sales. Others are plan- 
ning to place their holdings on the market 
unplanted, that the new settlers may enjoy 
free rein in the indulgence of their ranch.

E production of good milk is a prob- 

lem that hus long confronted progres- 

sive dairymen, who alone realize the 
care that is required in turning out this 
high-class food product. Although it is 
also a matter of grave concern to the con- 
sumer, the latter, in the majority of the 
cases really knows nothing about milk ex- 
cept that it is one of the leading articles of 
diet, notwithstanding his insistent demand 
that it be produced under proper condi- 
tions. In spite of this same insistent de- 
mahd for pure milk, the country is flooded 
with a product that in many instances is 
not fit for human consumption because ef 


the negligence of some dairymen who are 


engaged in the business. 

Failure to keep in herds only cows that 
have been properly tested for tuberculosis, 
and to provide sanitary measures that will 
insure a clean product, has resulted in 
much legislation, the passing of strict ordi- 
nances, and other means for the protection 
of the public, until the average person is 
so confused with the different grades of 


milk that he does not know the difference | 


between certified and pasteurized milk, or 
between any one grade or classification 
and another. 


Judged on the basis of freedom from bac-| 


teria, certified milk today stands at the 
head of the list, and because of the great 
precaution that must be taken in its pro- 
duction, there are very few dairymen en- 
gaged in the production of this high-class 
product. The Ideal Certified Dairy, owned 
and managed by Lutge Bros. Burbank, is 
one of the Southern California dairy plants 
the owners of which believe that patrons 
are deserving of the best milk that can be 
produced. In this belief the Lutges are 
turning out on theit San Fernando Valley 


farm a product that carries with it the 


“Certified” seal, besides producing “Guar- 
anteed” milk for a class of customers that 
demands this product. Guaranteed milk, it 


might be pointed out, must not contain more — 


than 25,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, 
and ranks next to the certified product in 
the general scale. 

The term “Certified Milk” refers to raw 
milk that is produced under the supervision 
of a milk commission appointed by a coun- 
ty medical society: In the production of 
certified milk the producer’s herd is re- 
quired \to show an absolutely clean certifi- 
cate of health from the Medical Milk Com- 


mission’s veterinarian and the entire herd. 


is tested semiannually for tuberculosis, 
while all new cows purchased must be held 
in quarantine until examined and tested for 
tuberculosis and other diseases by the of- 
ficial veterinarian, before they can. enter 
the herd. 


| 
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The milking barns must be kept 


He 


clean, the ceilings and walle painted white, 
and the concrete floors scru twice 

daily. The cows must be washed before be- 

ing milked, while the milkers must wear 

white suits and caps that are laundered 
fresh daily. The milkers must also be 
clean, healthy men, free from any con- 
tagious dr infectious disease, and must pass 
a rigid medical examination. The low bac- 
teria count, which is obtained by micro- 
scopic examination, and which must result 
in less than 10,000 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter in the case of certified milk, is large- 
ly due to the sanitary measures used in its 
production. All pails, bottles and apparatus 
which come into contact with the milk are 
sterilized with steam to kill germs, 

Lutge Bros, use milking machines in their 
ideal Certified Dciry plant and have found 
them to be entirely satisfactory, with a low 
average bacteria count of 900 per c. c. for 
the past two years, while the average score 
for the milk has been 98.3 per cent. The 
fore milk which contains the most bacteria 
ig milked out by hand and discarded before 
the milking machines are attached to the 
cow. After the milk is drawn from the 


cow it is strained through sterile gauze and 
passes over an aerator and cooler. Thence

it goes to the bottling machine, where it is 
automatically bottled and sealed with the 
inner cap, after which another machine 
clamps on the outside cap, which protects 
the lid of the bottle from contamination. 
An ice-making machine on the Lutge ranch 
makes refrigeration easy. From the time 
the milk leaves the cow at a temperature of 
96 degrees until it is cooled to a tempera- 
ture of 36 degrees and automatically bot- 
tled, capped and sealed, but a very few min- 
utes elapse. Each outside cap of each bot- 
tle has the date the product is to be sold 
printed on it and no milk is allowed to be 
sold after it is twenty-four hours old. Milk 
from the dairy is sold to five different dis- 
tributors, who call for it soon after it is 
bottled, and deliver to Los Angeles, and San 
Fernando Valley and beach cities. 

The price received for certified milk var- 
ies from 22 cents to 28 cents per quart, the 
price in the case of the Lutge Bros. dairy 
being 25 cents retail, which return amply 
takes care of the cost of certification and 
the sanitary measures which must be pro- 
vided, and leaves a good margin of profit. 


The average consumption of certified milk ~ 


in thirty-four of the larger cities of the 
United States has been reported to be 4.4 
quarts per 1000 population, or a total of 
78425 quarts daily for 17,438,000 people. 
The Lutge Bros. herd, numbering 300 head, 
of which 210 head are in the milking herd, 
supplies 1600 quarts of certified and 1100 
quarts of guaranteed milk daily to its cus- 
tomers. 

This big hera of Holsteins and Jerseys, 
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of wiich 100 head are purebred, has passed 
its second consecutive clean test for tu- 
berculosis. One more test is to be made in 
the near future and if this-shows the herd 
to be 100 per cent the dairy will be eligible 
to the Federal accredited list of dairies, of 
which there are still very few on the Pa- 
cific Coast.

butter in 30 days for a senior two-year-old.

While it might seem that 
only the fairly well-to-do could afford to pay 
the higher price for this product, the fact 
remains that most of the certified product is 
consumed by patrons who, regardless of 
their financial stagding, have decided that 
they want an absé@lutely clean, wholesome 
product. A majority of the consumers of 
certified milk, in fact, do not belong to te 
wealthy class.

In addition, they are jealously guard- 
ing against the admission of tubercular 
animals into a herd now f from this 
disease. If all dairymen were to comply 
with the requirements governing the pro- 
duction of certified milk, there would soon 
be no necessity for the term “Certified,” 
as all milk would then, if handled properly.
